BIG DESERT BATTLE NOW RAGING 


EXORBITANT TAXI 
FARES 


UNION SECRETARY’S 
STATEMENT 


By a Srarr Reporter, 

Excessive fares are still being charged 
by some taximen in Dublin. In the 
last few days I have heard of several 
instances of what is virtually extor- 
tion—overcharges amounting to 15 and 
20 per cent. above the legal fare. . 

According to one victim, when the 
last “bus has departed at 11 p.m. non- 
cycling and walls members of the 
public are so eager to get a taxi that 
they neglect to look at the meter 
before starting. Interviewed yesterday, 
Mr. W. J. Wilson, secretary of the 
Irish Taxi and Hackney Owners’ Asso- 
clation, said: “My Association is 
only too anxious to co-operate 
with the public in tracing. cases 
of overcharging. Any person who 
feels that he or she has been 
charged an excessive fare can be 
assured of a refund if the cab’s number 
is taken and passed over to the asso- 
ciation. This can be done by “phone 
or letter. We realise that such over- 
charging will, if not nipped in the bud, 
refiect unfavourably on the whole taxi 
business, even though those responsible 
represent a very small minority.”

the taxi business, owners of street-taxis 
and private hire cars—there are 4,079 
such vehicles in Eire — are uniting 
everywhere.

TEA RATION 


Tea in sufficient quantities to allow 

merchants to maintain the one 

- ounce ration, despite the continued 
curtailment of the Butish quota, 
is on its way to Ireland in Irish 
ships from America, Further sup- 
plies are expected during January 
and February, and it is hoped that 
these will be followed by extremely 
large cargoes, which may result in 
the doubling of the ration or in 
the creation of a much-needed 
reserve. 

Last night Mr. David Coyle, Chairman 
of the Wholesale Tea Distributors’ 
Associauion, told an ZJrtsh Times 
reporter this welcome news, which 
was conveyed to him by the De- 
partment of Supplies recently. The 
tea ration, he said, will defimtely 
be maintained for December. This 
decision was reached after a con- 
ference between members of the 
trade and the Government. 

“ We must not relv on these ships too 
much,” he said, “ for in war time 
the situation may change in a day. 
It our ships get through, however, 
the tea situation will brighten 
considerably, and if we get the 
quantities we expect after February 
we will be able to lay in a respect- 
able reserve. Only when this has 

been done can we consider a two- 
cunce ration.” 

Jt will be remembered that, having 
increased the quota from 25 per 
cent. to 375 per cent. in October, 
the British Tea Controller reduced 
it to 25 per cent. again in Novem- 
ber, and this has been maintained 
for December.

The Middle East communiqué de-

“The battle in Cyrenaica was joined 
in earnest yesterday afternoon. Fol- 
lowing their rapid advance on the two 
EI davs, our armoured forces on 
November 20 engaged German tanks in 
strength in the vicinity of Sidi Rezegh.

R.A.F. REPORT 


The. Royal Air Force Middle East 
communigué states that in addition to 
the destruction of 23 aircraft and the 
machine-gunning of troops, the R.A.F.

“Throughout yesterday and the 
previous night our air forces carried 
out intensive operations in support of 
the land battle.

"Raids were carried out on Derna, 
Bardia, Benghazi and Tripoli.

Mean- 
while, the remainder succeeded in 
escaping from the encirclement and fell 
back. 

‘‘During the same day German 
armoured detachments began a counter 
mancuvre in the direction of Omar, 
destroying enemy armoured units which 
had penetrated into this sector. 

‘During the first operation the 
enemy followed two principal lines of 
movement, one going from east to west 
towards Sidi Omar, and the other from 
south-east to north-west towards 
Tobruk. Other armoured cars and 
motorised detachments carried out 
attacks of lesser importance towards 
other objectives. 

“The battle, the length of which 
cannot be foretold, is still in progress.

““A strongly fortified enemy position 
at Ioimarian, which is south-west cf 
Celga, was raided by our Sudan column, 
supported by air and artillery, on 
November 20,” said yesterday’s Nair- 
obi Command and Air Headquarters 
communique, 

‘The action, which was fiercely con- 
tested, lasted from early morning until 
midday. A portion of our troops pene- 
trated the inner defences of Ioimarian, 
causing considerable havoc. The enemy 
casualties are unknown, but are cer- 
tainly very heavy. We also suffered 
some loss in killed and wounded.

“ Dr. Dromey’s findings,” the letter 
States, “are anything but new, since 
they have been well known for many 
years in several countries, and have 
een corroborated time and again by 
veterinary research workers in this 


i country, and especially by the staff 


of the Veterinary College, where Dr, 
Dromey is at present a veterinary 
student. 

‘In the interests of the producers 
and consumers of milk in this country, 
I feel it necessary to place before your 
readers the following information con- 
cerning this ‘discovery,’ in order that 
they may be in a position to assess the 
true position in regard to it. 


FINDINGS COMPARED 

“The various microbes that are re- 
sponsible for mastitis in cows, includ- 
ing streptoccoccus agalactiae, and the 
others enumerated by Dr. Dromey, have 
been fully investigated and accurately 
apportioned as to their respective in- 
cidence and significance in several 
herds in many parts of this country by 
members of the veterinary profession. 
Similarly, investigations have been 
carried, out in other countries, and it 
is significant to note that the findings 
here have closely tallied with those in 
Great Britain, while they do not tally 
with those of Dr. Dromey in some re- 
spects. For example, Dr Dromey is 
z, to have found 95 per cent. of 
mastitis-affected cows to be suffering 
from streptococcus agalactiae infection 
in a non-clinical form, whéreas the 
Dublin and British findings are that 
this organism is responsible for about 
73 per cent. of mastitis, and that in 
the majority of these cases the disease 
occurs in a clinical form. This par- 
ticular statement of Dr. Dromey, if 
quoted correctly, is likely to cause 
some apprehension in the minds of 
the milk-consuming public, since it 
implies that many of our apparently 
healthy cows are passing this 
microbe in their milk, which they 
subsequently consume. He states 
further that the provisions of the Milk 
Act ignore the existence of these am- 
mals. The position in this respect, 
however, is that only a small number of 


‘these non-clinical cases have been found 


to exist, and, consequently, the Milk 
Act, in so far as.its provisions allow, 
deals pretty effectively with infection 
transmitted by milk to humans. 

Dr. Dromey’s methods of detecting 
and isolating the organisms of mastitis 
may be simple, but the methods em- 
ployed in Dublin and elsewhere are 
also simple and very successful. To- 
day there is no difficulty experienced in 
any modern laboratory in recognising 
these organisms in milk. 

Various methods have been adopted 
in controlling and. curing mastitis. 
Some of these have been partially suc- 
cessful, while others have been unsatis- 
factory. That mentioned by Dr. 
Dromey, of segregating infected cows 
from healthy ones, has been practised 


| for inany years in certain farms in Ire- 


Jand, Great Britain and other countries, 
with some success, especially where 
farmers have been in a position to carry 
out the segregation in an adequate 
manner. Vaccines and other forms of 
treatment for the disease have been 
fully tried out by the veterinary profes- 


‘sion in this country with variable re- 


sults, and some success is being 
obtained, especially with the new drug 
treatment at present. 

There is no doubt as to the menace 
of this complaint in dairy herds, but to 
state that it is one of the “ Big 
Three’? among cattle diseases — the 
other two being foot-and-mouth disease 
(an exotic complaint as far as Ireland 
is concerned) and contagious abortion 
—is not correct according to authentic 
statistics 


BRITISH FIGHTS WITH 
E-BOATS 


TWO SUNK, OTHERS 
DAMAGED 


**One E-boat was sunk, two others 
were probably sunk, and others 
damaged in engagements with our 
naval patrols and coastai forces last 
Wednesday night,’ said a British 
Admiralty communiqué yesterday. 

‘* Shortly before midnight an engage- 
ment took place off the East coast, in 
which two E-boats were probably sunk, 
without damage to our forces. 

““In the early hours of Thursday 
morning one of our patrols, consisting 
of two light craft, encountered six 
E-boats. Our patrol at once engaged, 
closing the range to within 200 yards. 
This action lasted about half an hour, 
during which/one E-boat was certainly 
sunk and others were hard hit -and 
damaged. Our patrols suffered no 
casualties, although minor damage was 
sustained by these two vessels. 

“Tt was after this engagement that 
fighters of the Royal Air Force located 
the E-boats on their way back to their 
base, and sank one and damaged a 
second.” 

‘“The attack by Spitfires on enemy 
E-boats off the Dutch coast yesterday 
was described to-day by the pilots 
taking part,” states Friday's Air 
Ministry News Service. 

“Three E-boats were seen, and two 
pilots each selected one to attack. The 
first pilot opened fire from 300 yards, 
and, closing to point-blank range, saw 
his shots Fit the vessel as he zoomed 
overhead. He made a second attack, 
and the E-boat was left on fire and 
sinking by the stern. 

Meanwhile the other pilot had swept 
up to the ships at Zero feet, and made 
an .attack from close range,. raking the 
vessel he had chosen. Other Spitfires 
from the patrol did not attack owing*to 
poor visibility. 

“The raid took the Germans by sur- 
prise. The E-boats tried last-minute 
evasive tactics and put up fierce light- 
gun resistance, which was well wide of 
the attacking Spitfires. 

“ This successful attack was carri-d 
out in foggy weather.”

M. Maisky said :—‘‘ Hitler’s plans of 
blitzkreig in the East have com- 
pletely failed. We have ample evi- 
dence that he sincerely believed in the 
possibility of overrunning my country 
up to the Urals in six to eight weeks. 
All the plans and calculations of Hitler 
have gone wrong. His huge armies 
are compelled “to undergo all the rigours 
of a Russian winter among the vast. 
devastated plains, without shelter and 
warm clothing. It will be a hard 
winter—hard fer both sides, but more 
so for the invaders than for the 
defenders, It is necessary to stress that 
from now on a simple sheepskin be- 
comes a very important weapon of war. 
Every Soviet soldier, every Sovtet 
peasant has a sheepskin. But has every 
German soldier? So far, we have only 
heard of the blessings of ersatz. 

“If the Germans hope to pass the 
next six months on our front in warm 
and quiet winter quarters, they will be 
disillusioned. Their winter quarters 
will be neither warm nor quiet, as, 
contrary to the general helief, the 
Kussian winter nowadays does not pre- 
clude the possibility of military opera- 
tions—perhaps in a modified form— 
and the Soviet Armies will, of course, 
make ample use of this unique oppor- 
tunity.”’ 

M. Maisky welcomed Mr. Eden's 
announcement that the British Govern- 
ment would like to base its post-war 
policy on the principle of closest 
collaboration with the U.S.S.R. “I 
fully reciprocate this desire. My Go- 
vernment would like also to base its 
post-war policy on the closest possible 
collaboration with Great Britain. It 
would be futile to gainsay that there 
are still certain difficulties in the way 
of this: being accomplished, but with 
goodwill on both sides they can, and 
should, be overcome. ; 


RUSSIA’S ORDEAL 

Mr. Eden said that on the main 
issues of international policy there was 
no reason for a conflict of interest 
between the Soviet Union and Great 
Britain. “I felt that proposition to 
be true in 1935; it has certainly proved 
to be true in fact in 1941, and it will 
be proved true in the future. Let me 
say plainly that we in this country 
want the closest co-operation with the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
now and after the war, when our 
energies will be turned again to the 
cause of peace.’’ 

. Speaking of Russia’s ‘‘ cruel ordeal,”’ 

Mr. Eden said: ‘‘ Maybe Hitler thought 
when he attacked Russia that the vast 
Organisation, which is the Soviet 
Union, would collapse before his 
Panzer divisions. If so, he has been 
proved by the valour of Russia’s sons 
to be completely mistaken. All the 
peoples of the Soviet Union can say 
with pride to-day that their national 
unity is complete. Or, it may be, 
Hitler thought that by his unprovoked 
aggression upoi Russia he could divide 
public opinion here and in the occupied 
countries of our Allies, and in the 
United States, by raising once again 
the spectre of the Bolshevik bogey. If 
so, then here again Hitler has been 
completely wrong. . 

‘It is a source of special satisfac- 
tion to British peoples everywhere that 
we should be able to launch an offen- 
sive by land and sea and in the air 
against Gserman-Italian forces in Libya 
at the time when the German armies 
and satellite armies-are being so magni- 
ficently held and counter-attacked by 
the Red Army.”’ 


THE U.S. MINE DISPUTE 


WASHINGTON, Friday — President 
Roosevelt to-day indicated that no 
Government action might be expected 
in the captive coal mine dispute before 
he had received a reply to-morrow from 
Mr. John L. Lewis stating the position 
of the United Mineworkers’ Policy 
Committee on the President's latest 
appeal for a settlement. 

The President has asked both miners 
and owners either for maintenance of 
the status quo or for agreement to sub- 
mit. to binding arbitration. Although 
Mr. Lewis has given a clear-cut indica- 
tion that the miners will reject the 
appeal, the President said he did not 
think there would be any developments 
in the coal situation unfil to-morrow. 

The Carnegie Steel Corporation said 
that five additional blast furnaces had 
been closed, making a total of eleven 
closed in the entire steel industry since 
the strike started. Production of steel 
ingots in the Pittsburgh district, the 
main producing centre, has been re- 
duced 20 per cent. 

Mr. Robert P. Patterson, Under 
Secretary for War, to-day urged the 
Senate Judiciary Sub-Committee to 
approve legislation giving the Govern- 
ment authority to take over strike- 
bound defence industries, and contended 
that it would be “the sensible and 
rational way of dealing with the evil 
with which we are faced now.’’— 
(Associated Press.)

NO NEW DEVELOPMENT 
_ —MR. ROOSEVELT 


WASHINGTON, Friday—There were 
no new developments in the Japanese- 
American conversations, said President 
Roosevelt to-day. He brushed aside a 
journalist’s question whether he had 
any reason to be optrmistic about the 
talks.

From Kalinin to Tula, on the wide central front, the 
Germans are bidding with equal fury to smash past the flank-

at Volokolamsk, seventy. miles 


north-west of the city, eight divisions are being flung against 


the Russian defences. 


Fierce counter-attacks at Voloko- 
lamsk threw the Germans from two 
villages, and gave the Russians a fresh 
and advantageous defence line, but 
later they were borne back by sheer 
weight of metal. 

The new German assault was 
launched on Tuesday night, and, 
although it has achieved some headway 
—one or two miles on some sectors— 
rogress has been bought at a very 
leary price. 

Subsequently General Von Bock 
developed an attack on the Russian 
flank, holding the motor road and the 
Mozhaisk highway, west of Moscow, 
and successfully drove a wedge into 
the Russian line. Steadily stiffening 
resistance, however, checked the drive, 
and heavy battles are still raging, with 
several villages changing hands con- 
tinuously. 

Throughout Wednesday night a grim 
battle was fought, with the flashes of 
the gun salvoes rending the pitch 
winter darkness. The Germans were 
forced fron; several villages captured 
the day before, while in another night 
battle near this area two motorised 
divisions and 150 tanks were no more 
successful 


INTENSE BATTLE 

Battles south-east of Tula are increas 
ing in intensity, says a Reuter message 
of Friday’s date. and the German 
offensive now developing is more power- 
ful than the two preceding attacks in 
this direction, according to Red Star 
reports quoted by Moscow radio. Thirty 
tanks and two companies of motorised 
infantry attacked simultaneously with 
60 tanks, and the Germans succeeded 
in capturing a point “O.” Their further 
attempts to advance failed when Soviet 
tanks counter-attacked and dislodged 
the Germans from the position. 

In two days the Germans lost 17 
tanks, and later they lost 50 tanks in 
another Moscow sector, when Soviet 
troops attacked tank and motorised 
units wedged in their lines. 

‘The Germans are sustaining great 
losses in men, but continue to accu- 
mulate reserves for offensive. continues 
the Red Star. The 112th and 167th 
infantry divisions and the elite regi- 
ment, ‘‘Great Germany,” are engaged, 
and no less than 150 enemy tanks took 
part in to-day’s battles. The Cermans 
press on in spite of the losses. In the 
south-east a serious situation has 
arisen. Our men realise this. and are 
trying to prevent the encirclement of 
Tula.” 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 

The Soviet midnight communiqué 
stated :—‘‘ During November 21 fight- 
ing continued on all the fronts. Fight- 
ing was particularly violent in the 
Rostov-on-Don, Volokolamsk, and Tula 
sectors. 

‘Eight © German planes 
destroyed on November 20. 

“The three enemy transports sunk 
by our ships in the Barents Sea, and 
mentioned in last night’s communique, 
had a total displacement of 19,000 
tons, and not 1,900, as stated in the 
communiqué of November 20.’’ 

The supplement states:—‘* On No- 
vember 19 our air unit operating on 
the Western and Rostov-on-Don sectors 
of the front, destroyed 65 German 


were 


tanks, over 270 lorries containing enemy 
infantry and ammunition, and anni- 
hilated over two enemy infantry 
battalions, and one cavalry squadron. 

_ “On November 20, in stubborn fight- 
ing, our troops operating on one west- 
ern sector, destroyed, according to in- 
complete figures, about 60 German 
tanks, over 70 lorries with troops, seve- 
ral machine-guns and trench mortar 
batteries, and annihilated about four 
enemy infantry battalions. 

‘‘In the course of two days of stub- 
born fighting on the Leningrad front 
the Germans lost about 1,500 men 
killed, and we took many prisoners. 

“In German occupied districts, in 
the Moscow region, the guerrillas are 
carrying out daring operations, help- 
ing the Red Army to defend Moscow, 
and to exterminate German man power 
and equipment.”’ 

KUIBYSHEV,  Friday.—In_ the 
clogging snow and aching cold of the 
Russian winter, says a Reuter mes- 
sage, the Germans are furiously press- 
ing their new drives against Moscow 
and Rostov-on-Don. Their desperate 
thrusts are being held with equal 
ferocity. 

Latest reports from the Rostov front 
indicate that the position is ‘‘ some- 
what more complicated,’ by a slight 
German advance. This is, now being 
dealt with. Crack Jaeger units are 
among the German troops, battering 
at the Soviet defences in the Don 
Basin, but General von Kleist has 
made no progress of any consequence 
in the face of the bitter resistance 
maintained by General Kharitonov. 

In the Crimea, confirmation of the 
reported heavy German losses is pro- 
vided by the fact that the Germans 
recently had to bring in the 105th regi- 
ment of the 72nd Division direct from 
Greece. Although Ketch had to be 
evacuated, the Soviet defence of the 
Southern mountainovs region of the 
peninsula is still as vigorous as ever, 
and important hill positions wer 
recently retaken. 

Hango, the Soviet ‘‘ Baltic Gibral- 

tar,” continues to hold out against all 
attacks. 
. Authoritative circles in London imdi- 
cated that there is no relaxation in the 
Rostov battle, where Von Rundstedt is 
under the same order as Von Leeb and 
Von Bock received, in turn, before 
Leningrad and Moscow: ‘‘ Smash 
through at all costs.’ Germans and 
Italians, with Hungarians in their 
wake, are attacking the North Cau- 
casian city from three sides, but since 
Von Kleist was trapped to the north- 
east, near Novocherkassk, there ‘has 
been no official news of the progress 
of the battle. 


GERMAN ACE 
KILLED 

BERLIN, Friday.—Franz Von Werra, 
the German fighter ace, who escaped 
from Canada to the United States, and 
then fled to Peru, has been killed, 
states the German News Agency. Von 
Werra was one of 28 Germans who 
escaped from a Canadian prison camp 
in April this year. He fled to the 
United States, and subsequently to 
Peru.—( Reuter. )

(CONTROL OF LIGHTS) 
(NO. 2) ORDER, 1941. 
The Minister for Industry and Com- 


merce has made an Order under the 
Emergency Powers Order, 1939, entitled 


(No. 2) Order, 1941. 

The Order, which applies to lighting 
during the hours of daylight and the 
hours of darkness, prohibits :— 

(a) The lighting of signs, facias or 
advertisements, and the 
illumination of lights outside or 
at the entrance to any premises 
or on any hoarding for purposes 
of advertisement or display; 
The display of lights on the 
exterior of cinemas, theatres or 

laces of public entertainment; 

e illumination of lights in 
shop windows, except during 
the hours of darkness, and then 
‘only so long.as the shop is open 
to the public, and customers 
may be served therein.

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Guilds and Councils 

Two distinct trends of thought and 
action can be discerned in the community 
life of the twenty-six counties. One, 
broadly, may be described as official—the 
other as voluntary. Both have been 
stimulated and emphasised by emergency 
demands. On the one hand, war 
conditions have called for an unpre- 
cedented increase in the number and 
activities of State bureaucracies; on the 
other, emergency needs have led to the 
organisation of voluntary effort on a scale 
never before achieved. Are such develop- 
ments complementary or antipathetic? In 
what measure are official and voluntary 
efforts characterised by efficiency? To 
what extent, and in what forms, will 
they survive war-emergency conditions? 
Whether justifiably or otherwise, we fear 
that the average observer will respond 
with ready, but unhelpful, answers to such 
questions. Having denounced bureaucratic 
aggrandisement and deplored the lack of 
co-ordination in voluntary effort, the arm- 
chair critic will find it difficult to con- 
ceive that new forces may assert them- 
selves to direct the energies, at present 
dissipated, into: channels of ordered pro- 
gress. He may recall the high hopes of 
forty years ago, when farmers throughout 
the country responded in their thousands 
to the pleas of Horace Plunkett and 
George Russell for co-operative organisa- 
tion and effort, and the later days in 
which the State had to step in to save the 
co-operative structure from _ virtual 
collapse. Recalling the hopes that centred 
on many efforts,. both official and 
voluntary, to grapple with the evils of 
unemployment, poverty, and bad housing 
conditions, he may be disposed to throw 
up his hands in despair when he is pre- 
sented with new and depressing records of 
depopulated countrysides and of cities 
vainly struggling to stem a rising tide of 
unemployment and distress. Thus dis- 
illusionised, even the incorrigible optimist 
feels driven to temper his hopes with the 
lessons of experience. i 

It is in that spirit of tempered optimism 
that we venture to survey the presert 
outlook, and—as far as may be possible— 
to estimate the potential value of some 
of the new movements and forces that 
emergency conditions have created or 
revived. We are not thinking of such 
movements as the auxiliary defence and 
A.R.P. services, or the Red Cross, which 
are designed to deal with immediate contin- 
gencies, but of such pre-war activities as 
those of Muintir na Tire and the Mount 
Street Club, and of the Guild of Goodwill, 
the Catholic Social Service Council and the 
community kitchen organisations, which— 
though primarily intended to deal with 
war-emergency needs—are clearly destined 
to give a new impetus and sense of direc- 
tion to social and economic effort when 
peace is restored. What, we ask ourselves, 
is the significance oi such movements? Do 
they speak of a new social consciousness 
and sense of personal responsibility for 
community welfare? Are they expressions 
of some new quality in the attitude of 
citizens generally to the body politic? Do 
they promise to liberate, and to make 
effective, the forces of goodwill which too 
long have lain dormant, or have been 
dissipated for lack of inspiration and 
leadership? Can it be, instead, that such 
new movements are likely to lose their 
driving force and sense of direction when 
the days of emergency have passed? To 
these questions we have but one answer. 
It is that everything depends on the 
individual citizen’s resolve and determina- 
tion to accept his full share of personal 
responsibility for the well-being of his 
fellow-citizens; in a word, he must cease 
to look to the State, or other official 
authorities, for community services which 
the individual only can render. To that 
end one thing is essential. It is that the 
individual shall find his place in some 
organisation whose aims and activities 
appear to him to have special merit. By 
such voluntary subordination of personal 
outlooks and energies to organised com- 
munity effort, rather than by individual 


activities and reluctant submission to 
State decrees, many things that hitherto 
have seemed impossible may yet be 
achieved. 


It is for these reasons that this news- 
paper has paid special attention to the 
principles and activities of Muintir na 
Tire. As the apostles of a movement which 
stresses the need for personal responsi- 
bility in association with organised com- 
munity service, Father Hayes and his 
colleagues, in our view, already have 
established a special claim to public 
attention. By insisting on the vital im- 
portance of local initiative and organisa- 
tion they have gone far to demonstrate 
the value of a new and more fruitful 
relationship between the individual and 
the impersonal authorities of State. Giving 
wider and more intensive expression 
to the principles that underlay the efforts 
of the Irish Agricultural Organisation 
Society, the Muintir na Tire Guild and 
Council carry the doctrines of co-operation 
into the social and ‘‘ cultural,’’ as well 
as the purely economic, life of our villages 
and countrysides. To demonstrate the 
successful application of such principles 
has been a national service of no mean 
order. If carried to the point of wide- 
spread acceptance, the methods of Muintir 
na Tire soon may provide a safeguard of 
inestimable value against dangers—which 
already are evident—of too highly 
centralised and bureaucratic control of the 
country’s social and economic activities. 
Visualising such possibilities, we ask our- 
selves whether the general acceptance ef 
such democratic safeguards may not call 
for sane modifications of Muintir na Tire’s 
methods and forms of organisation, In 
that connection we direct notice to 
the reflections of our correspondent 
““ Scrutator,”” which appear in this issue. 
In that contribution stress is laid on two 
possibilities. One is that parish guilds 
and councils may be drawn into the net- 
work of official hierarchies under the 
tempting provisions of the Public Assist- 
ance and Local Government Acts, which 
are to become operative early next year.

White to Black Sea 


From the Allied point of view, this 
morning’s news of the Russian fighting is 
not so good. In the early part of the 
week it looked as if the German advance 


to a temporary stand-still; but during the 
interval a new and dangerous thrust has 
been directed against Moscow, while the 
latest information is that heavy pressure 


Foiled in his attempt to drive through the 
town of Tula, a hundred miles south of 
Moscow, General Guderian, the master of 
Panzer warfare, has transferred his atten- 
tions to the south-east, where, according 
to the Moscow radio, ‘‘ a serious situation 
has arisen.’’ Heavy fighting is in progress 
on the southern shore of Lake Ladoga, to 
the east of Leningrad; a ‘‘ tremendous 
assault’’ is reported, on Russian authority, 
in the basin of the Donetz, while General 
von Rundstedt is said to be ‘‘going all 
out’’ in a supreme effort to reach Rostov. 
The peak of the campaign appears to be 
at hand. Every day the Russian weather 
becomes colder, and the roads become less 
accommodating to tanks and motorised 
infantry. According to all reason, the 
Germans either must score a decisive 
victory within a very few weeks, or must 
be satisfied to relax their efforts for the 
winter and allow their foes a valuable 
breathing-space. Apparently, they are 
exerting their whole energies to avert the 
latter set-back—for a set-back it certainly 
would be—with the result that every part 
of the gigantic front is the scene of fight- 
ing as bitter as any yet experienced. In 
the Crimea, Sebastopol continues to hold 
its own, in spite of continuous battering 
from the German bombers; but the evacua- 
tion of Kerch, on the eastern tip of the 
peninsula, has been admitted, and every- 
body wonders what use the Germans hope 
to make of their victory. It is rumoured 
that they may employ their so-called 
amphibian tanks to cross the straits, and 
bring a fresh thrust to bear, from the 
south, upon Rostov. 

So costly a campaign, both in life and 
in material, never has been known in 
history. Both sides profess to have killed, 
or to have put out of action, millions of 
men from the opposing forces, and, even 
if their estimates are reduced by a half, 
two-thirds, the casualties remain 
terrific. The Germans are carrying out 
their doctrine of “total war” with a 
vengeance, while the Russians reply with, 
at least, an equally reckless disregard of 
losses. It is a race against time; nothing 
must prevent the Germans from achieving, 
or the Russians from averting, a vital 
blow during the next few weeks. If the 
Russians win the race, there is the chance 
that Great Britain’s new offensive in 


or 


reckon with a fresh danger and to divide 
his attentions. Whether Britain can bring 
any direct assistance to the Russians is 
another problem. She has an army in 
Iran, and British tanks are said to have 
been added to the Red Army’s supply of 
material ; but it seems improbable in the 
last degree that sufficient troops can be 
concentrated inTrans-Caucasia to make any 
serious difference. The cross-Channel cry 
for a British army on the Russian front 
ignores the fact that a colossal force would 
be needed to serve any useful purpose. 
Whatever help the Russians may receive 
from their ally will take the form of 
supplies, or of indirect help on remote 
fronts. The actual fighting, in the nature 
of things, is a matter for themselves—and

The Glass of Fashion 


According to a report in the Manchester 
Guardian, an Order has been issued in 
Germany, forbidding the use of monocles. 
From the fact that it has become necessary 
to impose a complete ban, one must con- 
clude that the monocle is more popular in: 
Germany than in these islands, where, 
during the last few years, it has fallen 
completely from favour. Originally, no 
doubt, every monocle used for a 
strictly utilitarian purpose, by people 
whose sight was weak in one eye; but 
before very long somebody discovered that, 
when worn with the Sunday suit, it 
imparted an air of elegance. From that 
time onwards the monocle ceased to play 
a utilitarian, and began to play a 
decorative, part in community. life. Every 
young man on the stage, and many young 
men in real life wore monocles to complete 
their toilets; even nowadays one rarely 
sees that. tiresome creature, the music- 
hall ‘‘toff,’’ without his glaring glass. 
Tradition gave the monocle official status 
as an important feature of every perfect 
gentleman’s wardrobe, along with cream 
gloves and spats. Many people are under 
the impression that this particular style of 
over-dressing was confined to the English 
gentleman—that the monocle was to Great 
Britain what the horn-rimmed spectacles 
were to America—and the tradition, 
although quite unfounded on fact, was 
strengthened by visits to the cinema, in 
which Mr. George Arliss, Mr. Ralph Lynn 
and a few other British film stars sported 
the eyeglass. In recent years, however, 
monocles, as far as the public is concerned, 
have faded into insignificance; even the 
film stars no longer bother to wear them, 
and the people who formerly used them 
purely for utilitarian purposes now prefer 
spectacles in which one eye is covered by 
plain glass. It is a pity to see the 
monocle’s disappearance; for it is one of 
the few ‘‘articles of apparel’’ which 
demand skilful manipulation. Any fool 
can wear a pair of spectacles, but to wear 
a monocle with nonchalance requires a 
certain grace of manner, a certain amount 
of practice in holding the thing in position 
and a certain good taste in clothes in order 
to offset it. Apart from that, it always 
has been one of the minor pleasures of

Milk Priorities 


From Sunday next British dairymen 
will supply to adult non-priority customers 
only two pints of liquid milk a week. This 
further “cut” is necessary, because 
farmers have not this year been able to 
exceed the 1938 level of milk production— 
1,076 million gallons. Consumption, mean- 
while, has gone up by two hundred million 
gallons, and the shortage of liquid milk 
this winter thus is greater, the demand 


also being so much greater. The 
scarcity will continue for about two 
months, but Lord Woolton’s scheme 
ensures that nursing and expectant 


mothers, children, invalids, and hospitals 
are being provided with more milk than 
ever. Mr. Patrick O'Neill, of the 
National Dairymen’s Association, a Dublin 
man, told me that one reason for the 
great demand was the education of the 
public in recent vears as to the food value 
of milk. When Lord Woolton last year 
brought in his cheap milk scheme for 
expectant mothers it sent up the demand 
enormously; free milk for schools 
followed. In most schools a child is given 
two-thirds of a pint a day. Another con- 
sideration is that. with the general food 


shortage, housewives are making more 
milk puddings. Dairymen have been 
supplied with thirty million tins of 


evaporated milk, equal to sixty million 
tins of liquid milk, for distrihution in

November. A further forty million t; 
will be distributed next month, as w i a 


twelve million tins of milk powde 
equivalent to 48,000,000 tins of skim mili,

holders are disposing of them to butchers 
and other retailers at the. much better 
price of a penny-halfpenny a lb. fo 
wrapping purposes. Except in the food 
trade, the wrapping of any article by a 
retailer is now prohibited, and al! pape, 
bags, etc., held by drapers and other 
stores are being repulped. Only 2s. a 
is paid by the waste-paper dealers 
mixed office waste. Office letters, records. 
and magazines fetch 5s. a cwt. ; magazines 
and books are judged to be the same 
value; for old ledgers and account book« 
6s. a cwt. is paid, and in all cases a 
guarantee is given of the destruction o! 
confidential documents.

Useless Substitutes 


A fine of £5 was imposed at Cambride> 
to-day on a firm for selling under a m: 
leading label a “lemon substitute,” 
which cost only a penny-halfpenny a 
bottle to make. The bottles were retailed 
for 1s. 6d. An analysis revealed that th 
only content was nine per cent. of tarta: 
acid, a trace of phosphoric acid, a trace of 
flavouring matter, and’ coloured water. Ye! 
the label claimed the liquid to be “th. 
perfect substitute for lemon; one tea- 
spoonful and seven parts water equa: 
one lemon.’” A real substitute would have 
to contain citric acid, a small quantity -‘ 
malic acid, and Vitamin C, which is the 
principal content of the fruit itself. For 
many months manufacturers of dul 
substitutes have had a very good run, but 
the Ministry of Food this month ha: 
brought in an effective contro]. Substitute< 
cannot now be made without a Ministry 
licence issued only after the product is 
tested and its price is considered non 
exorbitant.

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Dummy Warships 


The news from Russia that the Germans 
are using wooden dummy tanks to bluff 
their adversaries has given Belfast people 
a particular thrill. 

In the World War of 1914-18 the Queen’s 
Island shipbuilding vard produced in 
secrecy a ‘dummy fleet” of fourteen 
vessels, including ‘‘ dreadnoughts’’ with 
funnels and '' 15-inch guns,” which were 
brought. out of the joiners’ shops in the 
silent midnight hours. Wonderful to 
relate, these ships, officially known as the 
“Tenth Battle Squadron,’’ did some 


work, though, from Earl Jellicoe’s 
“ Memoirs,” they did not ‘excite his ad- 
miration. 


They bore the names of the most power- 
ful of the British naval ships then afloat, 
and so impressive was the bluff that the 
Germans became apprehensive in January, 
1915, that a British offensive, intended to 
blockade the river mouths of the Hecligo- 
land Bight, was imminent. In the 
Dardanelles they also fooled the Turks. 
and off New York ons of them was so 
effective as to confine a German commerce 
raider to that port. 

Sir Harry Harland tells the funny story 
of how, when one of these ‘‘ dummy war- 
ships’ was sunk, some seaman actually 
escaped drowning by holding on to one of 
the floating “ 15-inch’”’ guns! 

In real shipbuilding the Belfast ship- 
vards created records then which are still 
unchallenged. Although American ships 
tre being built with great celerity, the 
Yanks will need to grease their lizhtning 
speed before they can eclipse the feat of 
Messrs. Workman and Clark in completing 
a standard ship in 3, days after her 
launch. 


ACobile Canteens 


A rural correspondent writes :— 

Mobile canteens spring into being, it 
seems, in war-time. Why don’t we have 
them for purposes of peace? We are not a 
townspeople, we live in scattered com- 
munities, and we need canteens here, there 
and everywhere. What is a mobile 
canteen?

Al Great War Correspondent 


Sir William Howard Russell, the first 
accredited war correspondent, and one of 
the greatest of his profession, whose 
memory is being honoured this week-end 
by a special B.B.C. broadcast, was a 
native of Lilyvale, near Tallaght, County 
Dublin, where he was born in 1821.

Family and Community in Ireland 


REVIEW BY PROFESSOR J. JOHNSTON 


Family and Community in Ireland. 
By Conrad M. Arensberg and Sojon T. 
Kimball. Harvard University Press, 
1940. Price 20/-, or $3.50. 


S work is now presented to the 

public, after nearly nine years of 

study and incubation, as a con- 
tribution to the new science of social 
anthropology. The authors began their 
work in 1932 by spending some two 
years as local residents in three typical 
small farming communities in County 
Clare. That they managed to get 
‘“‘under the skin” of their Irish hosts 
and establish relations of mutual friend- 
Jiness and confidence will be evident to 
the most casual reader. 

It should be emphasised at the begin- 
ning that this work is not primarily an 
attempt to illuminate social conditions 
ere to Ireland or County Clare. 

ather this particular ‘‘slide’’ of our 
social organism was placed under the 
microscope to see what uniformities of 
human action might be inferred from the 
study of types of human behaviour and 
relationship in these three small local 


communities, It is an effort to ‘‘ clear | 


away in a concrete case the manifold 
complexities of civilised society to a 
point where an inductive science 
founded upon simple and measurable 
data can be begun.”’ ' 


Regional Resemblances 


The first thing that strikes a re- 
viewer whose early life was spent in a 
rural community of Protestant Ulster 
is the extraordinary similarity between 
that community forty years ago and 
these communities nine years ago. 

There is the same authoritative posi- 
tion of the head of the family, usually 
married late in life and with the 
miological maximum of children, the 
fame intense unity, mutual helpfulness 
and family solidarity of the various 
family members, the same rigorous re- 
pression of the sexual instinct in the 
case of all the sons, except the one 
chosen by his father ‘‘to marry and 
get the land,” provided the right 
‘‘ woman ” is “ brought in.” 

The resemblance extends even to the 
nse of language. Relatives are, or 


were, commonly referred to as 
“friends.”” A Co, Tyrone man might 
sav, “I had a right to be thankful,’’ 


meaning he had an obligation of grati- 
tude. And if one said to another, 
‘You had no call to do that,” the 
other would understand perfectly, 
though he had never heard of the Irish 
word “cos”. ‘* Crabbit’’ old and 
young men and women exist in Co. 
Tyrone, as in Co. Clare, and the 
etiquette of buying and selling cattle in 
the fair appears to be exactly the same. 
There is the same sense of class 
solidarity expressing itself in an 
attitude of lofty superiority to landless 
‘abourers and factory workers who are 

‘cut below ” the small farming 
class, and a rather aggressive in- 
dependenee vis-a-vis the more genteel 
orders of society. 


The Twenty Penny Pen 


lf a robust and* vigorous specimen 
of manhood manages somehow to 
emerge from a small farm family and 
become, say, @ clergyman—unless his 
intellectual attainments are of a high 
order—rural public opinion will look 
askance and say, “ He ought to have 
the spade in his fist,” or “ Its the 
iwenty penny pen he should be hold- 
ing.’’ 

The twenty penny pen was 4 
synonym for the spade forty years ago 

Ulster. On the other hand, .as in 
Co. Clare, it was felt to be quite in 
ovder that the weakling of the family 
should follow a sedentary occupation.

ut one cannot accept the authors’ 
contention that ‘‘it is not a geographi- 
cal trade that is involved so much as 
it is a trade between the two rural 
classes in the Free State.” 


Agricultural Econom 

It is true, of course, that larger 
farming units are more typical of the 
east Midlands than of the south-west, 
and that the finishing of dry cattle, 
two veers old and upwards, is the 
typical farming activity of such large 
units in this geographical region. But 
is if not possible that these large 
farm units have tended to cluster more 
thickly in the east Midlands because 
the soil there is more suitable for 
finishing dry. cattle? . 

Our authors fail to demonstrate the 
essential interdependence of. large and 
small farms in the national agricultural 
economy as a whole. In fact, they 
emphasise a dichotomy of the rural 
farming class, which is: doubtless a 
social and political fact, but is funda- 
mentally an economic illusion. 

‘They point out (p. 29) that the 
small farmers wera much less imme- 
diately affected by the disturbances 
in the cattle trade caused by the 
economic war than were the large 
farmers. This is true, but they were 
affected by the British penal duties 
on eggs, bacon and butter even more 
than the large farmers. 

The mystery of Mr. de Valera’s 
success: in tas the loyalty and the 
votes oí the small farming class is no 
mystery to anyone who studies the 
bounty policy practised in those years. 
At the expense of the rest of the com- 
munity, including the large farmers, 
small farmers. had the prices of their 
characteristic products, eggs and pigs, 
raised nearly to the level that would 
have. existed if there had been no 
economic war, while the price of butter 
was raised far above it. 


British Taxes 

Large cattle were left to bear the 
brunt of the British taxes, with prac- 
tically no compensation, and this 
cheapened, not. only those cattle, but 
the land which suited them, thus 
facilitating a policy of ‘‘ dividing up.” 
the land. 

There was a lag in the fall in price 
of the younger cattle, but. ultimately 
the larger farmers who had not been 
bankrupted were able to get back a 
normal margin of profit, and the pro- 
ducers of store cattle began to feel 
the draught. Then it was time to call 
off the dogs of Economic War. 

The irony now is that those larger 
grass farmers, whom it was public 
policy to ruin between 1932 and 1938, 
are now being called upon to save the 
country from starvation by ploughing 
up fertile grass land for wheat. And 
only they can do it, There is much 
more elasticity in the area ploughed 
in large farms than on small. Be- 
tween 1912 and 1917 farms of 50 to 100 
acres increased the area ploughed by 
36 per cent. farms over 200 acres by 
83 per cent., and farms one to 30 acres 
by only 21 per cent. 


Fertile Grasslands | 

It is fortunate that there are still 
many thousands of acres of fertile grass 
lands left in the hands of owners who 
resisted the bribe to grow wheat for 
the guaranteed price between 1932 and 
1938, when wheat was dirt cheap in the 
world market. 

The authors draws particular atten- 
tion to the demographic characteristics 
of ‘the small farming community. In 
Ireland the marriage rate is one of the 
lowest on record and in spite of the 
high fertility rate of the few marriages 
that do take place the population 1s 
stationary, and would tend downwards 
if emigration increased ever so little. 
The characteristics of Ireland as a 
whole. are more especially the 
characteristics of the small farmer 
section of the community. “ In Co. 
Clare 88 per cent. of the males between 
twenty-five and thirty were unmarried. 

In 1931 “ four times as large a dis 
portion of farmers: sons a ed 30-34 
years were married in a and and 
‘Wales,’ as in Eire in 1956, says an 
official census of population report. 
“The largest delay in marriage 3s 
found among the small farmers,” say 
our authors on page 106. 

Famition cause of this phenomenon 
is not poverty, for economic conditions 
have vastly improved among small 
farmers in the last three generations. 
It is what our authors call ‘‘ familism.

other virtues besides that integrity 
which is undoubtedly his. 


Viceroy of India 

Because of this integrity he was able 
to make the best of a very bad job 
when Viceroy of India. Lord Irwin, 
as he was then, succeeded through his 
own personal qualities in winning 
Gandhi over to acceptance of the 
Second Indian Round Table UConfer- 
ence. Similarly, if he is not too often 
made the mouthpiece of shaky British 
policy, he may be one of the chief in- 
fluences in securing America’s eventual 
entry into the war. His qualities are 
such as Americans admire and believe 
themselves to possess. 

Of Lord Halifax’s term of office as 
Foreign Secretary one cannot be as 
comphmentary. He completely mis- 
understood the German approach to 
diplomacy, where a less lofty character 
might have grasped it sooner and fe- 
sisted it sooner. Also he failed to 
comprehend Russia’s importance fo 
European peace.

Further, since Lord Halifax is still 
alive, and inclined to be reticent, Mr. 
Johnson often is unable to say for cer- 
tain whether Lord Halifax took up 
this attitude or that on some im- 
portant issues; he is forced to say 
vaguely: ‘‘ history may well adjudge,” 
or some similar atrocious phrase, and 
go on to place Lord Halifax in the 
most favourable light that he can. 

In his preface the author tries to 
make a case for biographies written in 
the lifetimes of their subjects. The 
present reviewer is forced to dismiss 
his case for this book as “ not proven.

Early Days 


The chicf value of Eckersley’s book, 
to the casual reader, is the intimate 
history it gives of the early days of 
broadcasting. The author was in it 
from the start, and ne was one of its 
foremost technicians. . The first British 
broadcasting after the Chelmsford ex- 
periments was from Whittle, for half 
an hour once a week. ‘There were 
happy, informal programmes, right out 
of the B.B.C. tradition to be established 
subsequently. Whittle broke up. when 
the big Corporation was formed to 
broadcast ‘‘ to the satisfaction of the 
Postmaster-General,’’ and with capital 
subscribed by the firms manufacturing 
wireless receiving equipment. 


Technical Developments 


All the developments on the technical 
side are traced by Captain Eckersley. 
A great deal of the book, however, is 
taken up with criticism of the B.B.C. 
Some of it seems to be well founded. 
It was asked of every applicant for a 
job in the B.B.C.: “Is he a gentle- 
man?” The B.B.C. “ was well estab- 
lished, but.it has never used the power 
it so efficiently secured for cultural 
ends, On the contrary, it is neither 
impartial in its attitude to controversy 
nor an upholder of good taste and 
original behaviour.

RADITION has it that every 
Irishman is a wit. Jt is a tradi- 
tion which nobody in Ireland 


would want to deny; 1t flatters us; 
we like to consider ourselves wags in 
our own small way. Unlike the Eng- 
lish, who are a race of dull dogs, we 
have a keen gense of humour, 

Everybody knows that an English- 
man can only understand a joke when 
it is explained to him, and even then 
he rarely laughs, but the playboys 
from Lisdunvarna and Ballyjamesduff 
are for ever cracking jokes. Of course, 
we only laugh at jokes made by fellow- 
countrymen; for it is common know- 
ledge that the English are as poor at

There are three subjects which the 
average Irishman regards as beyond the 
reach of flippant humour; these are re- 
ligion, politics and art.

Of course, there 
have been exceptions, as, for example, 
Bernard Shaw and Oscar Wilde; but it 
must be admitted that for every cne 
writer like them there are a thousand 
others who write gloomy poems about 
Ireland's past,-or gloomier ones about 
her future.

Several American and English news- 
papermen enjoy unlimited scope. It 
does not matter whether the story: 1s 
in Siberia or New Mexico—the reporter 
has virtually a blank cheque, and there 
are millions of people in New York or 
London waiting to eat news. If there 
is a story at the end of the voyage 
everbody is happy; if there isn’t one, 
well, it cannot be helped. 

But before he reaches the position 
where his Editor might say: ‘‘ There’s 
a story in Ankara, better look in 
there,” he must have had a chance to 
show his ability. 


W. T. Cosgrave 


Quentin Reynolkds says that his break 
was given to him by Mr. W. T 
Cosgrave, T.D., leader of the Fine 
Gael Party and former President of the 
Irish Free State, when, in 1928, in the 
latter capacity, he visited America. 

Reynolds then was a mere leg man, 
an assistant to an experienced reporter, 
and he tells how, having cracked a 
joke at the Battery about 
America being dry, President -Cosgrave 


turned him over his umbrella, That 
day the Evening World carried a 
quarter column about the incident 


under Reynold’s name, and he never 
looked back. 

To-day he is Associate Editor of 
Colliers, a magazine run on newspaper 
lines; but in spite of his capacity for 
good writing, Reynolds never has 
allowed himself to ‘‘soften into a 
journalist,’’ and even now he is putting 
stories across from London. 
Reporting in Ireland 

It is interesting to find even one re- 
porter who can attribute his success in 
some measure to a public man, because 
that does not happen in this country. 
But there are many things that could 
happen here, and which reporters have 
at one time or another devoutly hoped 
would. happen. . 

For one thing it should be possible 
for many men in public hfe to revise 
their: ideas about reporters, and in this 
they could follow no better example 
than that afforded by the leaders of 
public life in this country. However 
widely. they may differ in other 
matters, An Taoiseach (Mr. de Valera) 
and Mr. Cosgrave have one thing in 
common—no matter what the circum- 
stances might be, their attitude towards 
a newspaperman is one of understand- 
ing and reasonableness. 

Over the years they have had many 
dealings with reporters, they have 
given them their confidence and have 
talked frankly with them, and if there 
has been a single occasion on which 
they have had cause to regret it, the 
recollection of it is bound to tax their 
memory.

Luck has been 
pretty decent to him; and for each one 
of the 19 days occupied in crossing the 
Atlantic in d freighter, he wrote a 
chapter which is a story in itself—all 
except one, obviously a bad day for 
writing, for he used scissors and paste 
instead.

MEALS DAILY

-& OMMUNITY Kitchens in Dublin 
are now feeding 13,000 people a 
day. When the three great new 
kitchens of the Dublin Corporation 
begin to operate this number will be 
awelled by at least another 60,000. 

Existing kitchens are spread all over 
the city. In some the steam of cook- 
ing has been rising for ten and twenty 

rs; in others sawdust and shavings 
á just been ewept out and white 
deal serving tables are receiving their 
first soup splashes. These feeding 
centres are of various kinds, from the 

ny dinner kitchens in the big flat 
locks and back streets to the welfare 
societies’ rooms, institutions’ kitchens, 
and those of the St. John Ambulanc 
Brigade and Goodwill, Ltd. - . 

In a survey of numbers being fed, 
I visited a dozen kitchens in the last 
week. The work being done in these, 
go patiently and unostentatiously, is 
a measure of the new spirit that -has 
taken hold of the city. Class distinc- 
tions do not exist, except those which 
are dictated by locality. There is, 
however, a new class of people, who 
are making their first tentative entry 
into the world of cooking and feeding 
en masse, These are the people who 
are not, as officially described, neces- 
sitous, but who simply cannot afford 
or obtain fuel. - 

I do not propose to “write them 
up, or do pen-pictures of them. They 
are not curios. They are—or may 
be—you and I and all of us.

Browne and Nolan’s canteen at Clon- 
skeagh has for the past few weeks 
been serving 6d. stews and sausage- 
and-mash to the staff. It is the firm’s 
intention to be ready, in case of emerg- 
ency, to feed both staff and dependents.

VETERAN TEACHER HONOURED 
TRIBUTE TO THE REV. 


WM. ANDERSON

master, distinguished 
educationalist and scholar, the 
Rev. William Anderson, M.A., 
was yesterday, in Mountjoy 
School, Dublin, presented with 
his portrait in oils by the Mount- 
joy School Old Boys’ Associa- 
tion, which also has founded a 
William Anderson Exhibition 
in Trinity College, to com- 
memorate his oe in guiding 
the destinies of the school since 
its foundation in 1896. 


The Rev. Mr, Anderson, who was 
a founder-headmaster of the school, 
retired in 1939. 

In formally presenting the portrait 
yesterdry, in the presence of a very 
arge gathering in Mountjoy School, 


the Most Kev Dr. Gregg, Primate of 


All Ireland, paid a remarkable tribute 
to Mr, Anderson, whom he described 
as “‘a great public servant.” If Mr. 
Anderson wanted a monument, he said, 
he need only look around the world. 
Commenting cn the life’s labour of 
Mr. Anderson, Dr. Gregg said that he 
had affected in the most powerful and 
creative way the careers of the 
thousands of boys wh: had passed 
through Mountjoy School, and in doing 
so not merely had he served the com- 
mercial and professional interests, but 
also he had served the Church. . As 
many as ninety clergymen of the 
Church of Ireland had emanated from 
Mountjoy. The Incorporated Society 
existed for the giving of religious 
education to the younger generation, 
and that Mountjoy School should have 
furnished so many members for the 
Church was a token of the excellence 
of its religious education, Mr. Ander- 
son had served a large part of the 
area of the habitable Ae ag and the 
presentation to him was a real tribute 
of affection, appreciation and honour. 
In the: course of a reply which 
occupied half an hour, the Rey. Mr. 
Anderson jesczibed the history of the 
school and his staff in remarkable 
detail, recalling numbers of its distin- 


guished teachers and pupils and events | 


which became milestones in its history. 
He adverted to the record of the 
school in the Great War, a record un- 
equalled in, the United kin dom, and 
he expressed deep gratitude to the 
Primate for his interest in its activi- 
ties. Speaking of the efforts over 
the years to create an Old Boys’ Asso- 
ciation, he said that from time to time 
he had had letters from old boys 
which had brought tears to his eyes, 
and he thanked them sincerely for 
their generosity, of which he felt un- 
worthy. .

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FORGET ABOUT | 
SCRAPS ARE ALWAYS 
USEFUL 
By a Woman ConREsPponDEnr. 


Most of us are more or less neces- 
sitous these times, but too few are 
inventive. It is a time when there 
should be no waste, and only those 
things and materials which are 
absolutely useless should be thrown out. 
I appealed the other day for hints on 
how to save money and material by con- 


verting worn-out things to other uses 
or making what you have go a little 
further. The response has been very 
gratifyin 


It will be impossible to give you 
much detail of the various hints that 
have come in, but I will indicate 
broadly the lines to be followed in each 
case. If you don’t want to use your 
old bath towels as dusters, cut a couple 
of equal squares out of it and sew them 
together as a bag, with a running- 
string at the top—there you have a 
face cloth for the bathroom. Don’t 
throw out the rice water (if you're 
lucky enough to have rite to boil), mix 
it with half your usual amount of 
starch the next time you have any 
starching to do. It will give you a 
normal starch and save the other half 
of what you usually use. 

When .a jampot is nearly empty 
leave a little in the bottom, rinse into 
a saucepan with about three-fourths of 
a pint of water, boil, thicken with 1 
teaspoons of cornflour, sweeten, coo 
gently for ten minutes, cool and whisk 
into it the stiffly beaten white of an 
egg and pour into a souffle dish for 
to-day’s or to-morrow’s sweet. 

Collect all scraps of soap, melt them 
down in an old saucepan and form into 
a single block—it saves the price of 
another bar, perhaps. You could also 
flake the pieces ind use that way. 

A worn-out sweeping brush makes 4 
good polisher if covered with cloths, 
and saves a lot of stooping. 

Old coffee saucers can be lacquered 
artistically to make nice ash trays. 

Collar and cuff sets can be turned 
out attractively from pieces left over 


after cutting out summer frocks. 
Lampshade frames can be covered with 
left-over cretonne. Empty picture 


frames make attractive firescreens if 
artistically filled in with a piece of 
tgp (a tea chest side), with sten- 
cil or otMér design. 

To keep your jam from going furry 
on top when put away, dust a little 
sugar on the full pot before covering. 
If it has already gone furry you can 
remove the affected part and dust the 
rest, with sugar. 

Old or grown-out-of bathing wraps 
will make very presentable bathroom 
or lavatory curtains, while last year's 
tennis shoes can be dolled-up to make 
delightful house slippers with odd bits 
of coloured wool, canvas flowers and 
any other little oddment you can find 
in the work basket. 

Forget about the ashbin these days.

THE SMALLEST 
LIBRARY 
TERENURE READING 
ROOM VISITED

Did you know that Terenure 
possesses the smallest public library 
in the world? Architecturally, it is 
modern of the modern, even to an 
aluminium and glass frontage, em- 
braced by the simplest of concrete 
lines, but it has only one room, and 
this not more than 28 feet by 15 feet 
in extent. 

In the now long ago, as events move 
in time nowadays, this library was in 
the county, where people have, or had, 
large gardens. In those days’ the 
library was said to have so high brow | 
a clientéle that it contained no fiction. 
It is now in the city, and those who 
resort to it are denizens of a town, 
hurried folk, whose taste is all for 
easy reading. They have deprived the 
smallest library in the world of its 
quondam glory. They read more 
fiction out of it than they do of 
philosophy, theology, philology, fine 
arts, poetry, drama, history, or 
geography. 

This little library contains 6,000 
volumes and, to redeem: its character 
as a resort of the solid-minded, 96 of 
the shelves are devoted to “hard” 
reading ; only 18 to the ephemeral and 
the frivolous—that is to say, fiction. 
Few as the fiction shelves are, it has to 
be told that out of 62,000 books issned 
last year 37,000 were fiction.

JAPAN AND RUSSIA

fighting of the heaviest kind. It would 
unleasli all the Russian air forces and 
submarines in the Far East—in‘ rear 
of Japan actually—and it would open 
Russian air fields and harbours to 
direct American reinforcement. 
ally, it would not in any way lessen 
the quantity of armament and equip- 
ment reaching China from the South. 
We may, therefore, it would seem, 
eliminate Russia from immediate con- 
sideration. Indeed, all the more recent 
Japanese tend: cies have been towards 
the South rat than the North.

HONG-KONG FORCES 


The only British possession in any 
sort of immediate danger would be 
Hong-Kong—and the British are alive 
to this. In contradistinction to the 
inadvisability of moving unnecessarily 
to the Far East aerial or naval forces 
which can. be better employed else- 
where, the recently-announced addition. 
of a strong Canadian contingent of 
troops “ágh 3 Hong-Kong garrison is 
thoroughly sound. Hong-Kong is 
thereby appreciably strengthened, while 
Canada is not weakened one iota. 
Even from the purely Canadian stand- 
point, these troops are better placed in 
Hong-Kong than in Esquimauit at the 
present time. It now seems that 
Britain is more prepared and confident 
about Hong-Kong—which formerly was 
only considered as a delaying position 
covering the main resistance at 
Singapore. Even on that basis, of 
course, a comparatively small addition 
to the garrison might ensure a very 
considerable addition to the caPacity of 
resistance. It is only when offensive 
striking forces—e.g., ships, aircraft 
and tanks, beyond.a rigid minimum— 
get lost far awav, and tied up pas- 
sively, that real damage of a serious 
kind results to operations in the widest 
sense. Because that means ‘that the 
sense of proportion has been lost, with 
regard to the war-plan as a whole. .

BURMA ROAD 


Whatever the explanation, there has 
been reported an increase of the 
Japanese strength in Indo-China from 
40,000 to 70,000, while reinforcements

90,000—were said to. be en route. In 
fhis way a formidable army could be 
launched into Yun-nan along the rail- 
way from the great port of Hanoi, 
The aim, of course, would be to cut 
the Burma Road -and stop: this line of 
supply to China.~ As for the other 
route formerly ~utilised—that from 
Russian Central Asia into North-West 
fhina—it is improbable that it is now 
being used to any extent. 

Supposing that Japan, for the 
moment, confines her military action 
to a full-sized drive at the Burma 
Road, what will the A.B. Powers do? 
General Chiang Kai-shek—very under- 
standably—urges them to vigorous 
action. ‘‘ A Japanese attack on Yun- 
Nan,” he is reported to have said, 
“will be the preliminary to an attack 
on Singapore, Burma, and Thailand ” 
—in the opposite sequence, presumably. 


ALTERNATIVE POLICY 


In whatever direction the situation 
develops the sound course for the 
A. B. Powers is obvious enough. The 
‘first consideration is to keep China 
fighting—to. enable China to win, if so 
much ean be done. Assuming the 
Burma Road severed, then other means 
of gun-running ‘on the Jargest scale 
should be found. From their point of 
view it is easier—and more useful—to 
keep Chimese armies in being than to

equivalent American or British forces. 
Pursuance of this policy may—or may 
not—result in Japanese reactions reach- 
ing gradually the status of war. 
Presumably, unless the A.: PB. Powers 
had concluded that by then they would 
be ready for all eventualities, they 
would have backed down long ago. 
Although the term “ A.B. Powers” 
has just been used, it is only America 
that is primarily concerned. From the 
British standpoint there is no case— 
apart from land garrisons—for more 


than a ‘‘token”’ aerial or naval 
representation. The existing American 
aerial strength—none of which is 


actively engaged at the moment—is, 
by itself, ample to secure and hold 
superiority over the South China Sea. 
The existing U.S. Navy is ample to 
guarantee trans-Pacific convoys by the 
southern route—remote from even the 
nearest Japanese base, and entirely in 
friendly hands. In this corinection it 
is a factor of prime importance that 
all the French islands in the Pacific 


have opted for General de‘Gaulle.

Srr,—Your leading article in yester- 
day’s Irish Times finds fault with the 
timing of the reorganisation campaign 
undertaken by: Fine Gael in preparation 
for the general election, and asks: 
“ Does United Ireland really feel that 
so early a start is either necessary to 
its own charices of success or in accord- 
ance wita the public interest?” The 
leaders of United Ireland are serious- 
minded, responsible public men, who, 
at all times gn their political history, 
have been guided in the first instance 
by considerations of the public interest 
as a whole, and, ultimately, rather 
than by questions of popularity or im- 
mediate interest. ‘They represent and 
are in constant touch with a wide and 
varied body of public opinion. It is 
only fair to your readers, therefore, to 
make it clear that unless Fine Gael 
had ample and convincing evidence 
that rich repatations were due and 
necessary they would not have under- 
taken this campaign. 

You agree that even assuming. a 
pece election will not take place 
or the full period of eighteen months, 
an organisation drive in the constitu- 
encies is necessary, and you also con- 
cede that the possibility of a snap 
election, accompanied by fuss and 
fever, such as we have had on several 
occasions since the advent of Fianna 
Fail to power, must be visualised. That 
a snap general election is not an im- 
possibility is indicated by no less a 
person than the Taoiseach himseif 
when, in the press of September 13th 
of this year, he appeals for funds “to 
Inaintain an organisation to provide 
for the possible incidence of a general 
election. 

Your only objection, therefore, 
appears to be to the series of public 
meetings which we feel to be an obso- 
lvtely essential part of organisation 
work in present circumstances. “Can 
you then suggest any alternative 
channel of publicity at present open to 
Opposition political parties other than 
direct address to the people’ 

In this, as in other matters, it is 
necessary for us, as I have already 
stated, to take the long view. Our 
function as the main Opposition party 
is one of more than ordinary responsi- 
bility at the present stage of political 
evolution, Democratic government 
everywhere is fighting for its life, and, 
as a fundamental element of the party 
system in this country, it is incumbent 
on us, while giving full co-operation 
and assistance to the Government party 
in matters of defence, strictly to main- 
tain our separate identity, and to 
uphold and promulgate the views and 
policies of the large section of the 
public, who, firmly believing in the 
party system, have elected our members 
to represent them in Opposition and 
subsequently to ‘act for them as a 
Government. We must speak to the 
people now; and give them an oppor- 


tumity of calmly considering and 
weighing our arguments and our 
policies. As I stated in my interview, 


under present conditions when even 
Dail reports are curtailed to a few lines 
in the daily papers, we can speak to 
them only in the streets. 
The /rish Times seems to imply that 
Fine Gael should be silent. In your 
last paragraph you also suggest that 
Fianna Fail should be silent, or at 
least discontinue their practice of hold- 
ing public party meetings throughout 
the country. Who then shall speak ? 
A vacuum is never left unfilled, in 
politics as in nature. Does the 
Irish Times look to the left or to the 
right to fill the vacuum ’—Yours,

CATTLE DISEASE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—I have read with interest the 
article on Dr. Dromey’s work on 
mastitis. It appears that he has 
arrived at a first stage in his research 
that has been common knowledge to 
the members of the veterinary pro- 
fession for several years. 

In combating the many scourges of 
dairy cattle that are infective to human 
beings, the difficulty is to get legis- 
lation up to date, to take full advan- 
take of present-day veterinary know- 
ledge. The diseases of cattle most need- 
ing attention are tuberculosis, con- 
tagious abortion and mastitis. Tuber- 
culosis has been eradicated in Holland 
or Denmark voluntarily by dealing with 
the disease regionally. Why cannot 
this be done here—perhaps, in order to 
lessen expense, by tackling the more 
distant calf and milk producing 
counties first? 

A practical method would be, first of 
all, to have all milch cows tested: and 
those secreting tuberculous milk should 
be destroyed and compensation paid. 
All remaining cattle should be sub- 
mitted to the tuberculin test, and 
reactors should be kept separately 
or on separate ‘“‘infected*’ farms. 
Their milk should be pasteurised 
and their calves fed on tuberculin- 
free milk, and their calves admitted 
to the tubercular-free herds on ssing 
the tuberculin test at wearing. In this 
way tubercular cattle would be gradu- 
ally eliminated, and over a period of 
years thé cattle of Eire would be freed

OBITUARY 
CAPTAIN G. G. COULTER 


Captain George Gerald Coulter, who 
died at his residence, Laughton, The 
Grange, Wimbledon Common, London, 
S W.19, on Saturday, 8th instant, was 
the only surviving son of the late Mr. 
William Coulter, of Pettigo, County 
Donegal Born in 1854, he was a 
barrister-at-law, Middle Temple, 
London, and was appointed a Justice 
of the Peace for the County of London 
in 1416. For many years he held an 
appoihtment on the War Office staff, in 
Whitehall, but retired before the Great 
war. From 1915 until 1919 he was con. 
sulting counsel to the Canadian Over- 
seas Forces. He had a member 
of the National Liberal Club. 

In 1911 he married Edith Kyte Coles, 
who survives him, the only child of 
the late Surgeon-Major W. C. Coles, 
Indian Medical Service. In his earlier 
vears Captain Coulter visited Ireland 
for fishing holidays, frequently renting 
a stretch of river near Lismore. He 
was a first cousin of the late Rev. 
Canon Charles Smith, B.D., a dis- 
tinguished scholar and Madden Prize- 
man, of Langfield Rectory, Drumquin, 
County Tyrone. 

On Wednesday, 12th instant, the 
funeral took place to Putney cemetery, 
the remains being cremated and the 
ashes scattered in the Garden of 
Remembrance. 
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MR. JACK JONES 


Mr. John Joseph Jones, better 
known as Mr. Jack Jones, former M.P. 
for Silvertown, died at Leigh-on-Sea, 
Essex, yesterday, aged 66. Up to a 
few hours before Mr. Jones’s death Mr. 
Churchill was enquiring anxiously 
about his condition. He had been in 
bed for nearly a month, after collapsing 
in the atreet from heart failure. 

Mr. Jones had represented’ the 
Silvertewn division in Parliament for 
22 years. He has been described as 
the ‘‘ Beloved Rebel’’ and “ The Fire- 
brand of Westminster.” Five times he 
had been ordered out of the Commons, 
but he regarded these incidents as 
‘‘honourable scars’’ in his parliamen- 
tary career. 

He was born in Nenagh, County Tip- 
perary, and had worked as a messenger 
boy in a Liverpool draper’s shop and 
as a builder’s labourer before he found 
his place as an official in a trade union 
movement.

FRANCISCAN LIBRARY 


The story of the Franciscan Library, 
at Merchants’ quay, Dublin, was told 
by the Rev. Canice Mooney, O.F.M., 
in a paper which he read at yesterday’s 
general meeting of the Library Associa- 
tion of Ireland at the Gresham Hotel. 
The Library, which really consisted of 
three libraries, those of the Third 
Order, the Community and the Pro- 
vincial, was founded in 1896. It was 
made up largely of a considerable 
portion of the books from the old 
Library of the Irish Franciscans at 
Louvain. At the time of the French 
Revolution and the invasion of the 
Low Lands by the French armies, the 
library at Louvain was sent for safety 
partly to the Burgundian Library at 
Brussels and Sant I[sidore’s at Rome. 
The volumes at Sant Isidore’s were re- 
moved again during the war of 
Garibaldi, and found their present 
resting-place at Merchants’ quay. 

The Library, said Father Canice 
Mooney, contained many old books 
and manuscripts useful to students of 
Irish history. Amongst them were 
one of the only two copies in existence 
of the eleventh century Liber 
Hymnorum, the companior ot which is 
in the Library of Trinity College, 
Dublin; eleven pages from the Book 
of Leinster (also at T.C.D.), and 
almost all the correspondence of Luke 
Wadding, a famous figure in the life of 
seventeenth century Dublin.

“IN IRELAND 
COMPULSORY IRISH 
CRITICISED 


“ Legal Education in Ireland,’’ was 
the subject of the inaugural address 
of the Auditor, Mr. R. W. R. Johns 
ton, at the opening meeting of Dublin 
University w Society in the 
Graduates’ Memorial Buildings, Trinity 
College, Dublin, last night. 

In the course of his paper, Mr. 
Johnston said that the standard in all 
the Bar examinations was too low. 
Under the present system many poten- 
tially great counsel never got a chance 
to make good. He suggested that a 
committee under the chairmanship of 
the Minister for Justice, or some high 
official of his department, with repre- 
sentatives from the various bodies con- 
cerned, should be formed to examine 
the question. 


COMPULSORY IRISH 


Dealing with compulsory Irish, in 
relation to law examinations, he 
said that he could not understand the 
olicy of attempting to enforce Irish. 
t was not generally known that the 
Findlater Scholarship never had been 
awarded to an apprentice who had 
come under the provisions of the Legal 
Practitioners Qualification Act 1929, 
which prescribed a certain standard in 
Irish. The standard of legal knowledge 
could not be improved until the stand- 
ard of Irish examinations was made 
easier, or, preferably, abolished. 

Miss F. E. Moran, K.C., who pro- 
posed a vote of thanks to the Auditor, 
said that there had been an absolute 
revolution in the legal system in this 
country in the last twenty years or so, 
and there had been no co-ordinated 
effort in legal education to deal with 
the problem raised by the new condi- 
tions as a whole. 

Mr. Kingsmill Moore, K.C., second- 
ing the vote of thanks, said that he 
was convinced that education in Ireland 
in the last twenty years had de- 
teriorated, that it still was deteriorat- 
ing, and that it would continue to 
deteriorate for the next decade. 

Mr. Brereton Barry, K.C., proposing 
that the Society was worthy of sup- 
port, said that it was important for 
legal students to look on law as a 
living subject, and notable decisions 
shouid be the subject matter of 
lectures or discussions. He had yet to 
learn, he said, that there was one 
single Irish scholar of distinction who 
supported the programme of com- 
pulsory Irish which had been carried 
out by two successive Governments in 
this countrv. 

Mr. J. F. Dudley, solicitor, seconded 
the motion, which was passed. 

Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, K.C., who 
presided, said that he agreed that when 
Irish became the language of the 
country, or of a substantial number of 
the people, the legal profession must 
learn it. As long, however, as they 
had counsel addressing juries in Green 
street or judges in the Four Courts 
who did not know Irish, so long would 
it be unnecessary for them to learn the 
language.

KILKEE MURDER 
CHARGE 


TWO WOMEN 
ACCUSED 


Before District Justice Gleeson, at 
Ennis yesterday, Mrs. Sarah Madigan, 
of Dough, Kilkee, was charged w'th 
the murder of her husband, Patrick 
Madigan, a road ganger, employed by 
the Clare County Council. Her 
daughter, Norah Madigan, was also 
charged Mr. G. Murnaghan (in- 
structed by Mr. M. J.~Walshe, State 
Solicitor) prosecuted and Mr. I, M. 
Houlihan, solicitor, defended. 

At the outset, Mr. Houlihan said 
that he had it from the Minister for 
Finance that the State could not grant 
anv financial aid to the —- to 
enable them to be legally répresented 
at the District Court, but they could 
pay to the solicitor on an ier gratia 
basis the sum. of two guineas during 
the hearing at the Centralj Criminal 
Court. In the interests of justice he 
made a strong protest against the atti- 
tude of the State, which he had re- 
sorted to the Incorporated Law 
Bo ciety. : 

The District Justice said it was a 
matter that might be taken up by the 
Incorporated Law Society, but that 
Court was not the proper place to 
raise it. 

Outlining the case, Mr. gne oom 
said that Patrick Madigan died on 
23rd September last. Shortly after 
partaking of a meal of tea, sugar and 
bread he became ill, and evidence 
would be given that his death 
was due to strychnine poisoning; 
that Madge Madigan, his wife, 
bought two lots of strychnine, 
and that the accused daughter, Norah, 
prepared a meal of tea, sugar and 
bread, which Patrick Madigan took 
with him on the 23rd September. 
Evidence would also be given of tracing 
strychnine to the bag in which the 
meal was carried and the association 
of. Sarah Madigan and a man named 
Hassett over the previous eighteen 
months. There had been trouble be- 
tween the husband and wife over this 
association. 

Evidence in support of counsel’s 
statement having been given, the 
further hearing was adjourned unt! 
to-day.

ISOUIETING changes, made 
D without notice, in the leaving 

certificate courses for next year, 
were complained of by Mr. W. Tate, 
B.A., Headmaster of Mountjoy School, 
at the annual giving of prizes in St. 
George’s Hall, Dublin, yesterday. 

The changes complained of, Mr, Tate 
told an /rish Times reporter, were 
made this year in the History and Irish 
courses. A complete revision has 
been made in the History course, he 
said. ‘‘ Formerly there was a choice 
of several modern history courses, but 
without notice it has been changed to 
a medimval course, without alternative. 
In the Irish course such changes have 
been made that what would have 
gained honours last year will gain only 
a pass next year. The trouble about 
these changes is that these are both 
two-year courses.” 

The changes, he added, were unfair 
to candidates, and although he felt it 
only fair to acknowledge the con- 
siderate way in which his representa- 
tions to the Department had been met, 
as far as the school curriculum was 
concerned, he hoped that at least 
alternative courses on the basis of last 
year's programme would be allowed 
in this examination. 

Mr. Tate spoke of a considerable 
increase in-the number of boarders, 
and observed that with a roll of 206 
they again were approaching the peak 
davs of the ‘twenties. 

The Primate of All-Ireland (Most 
Rev. Dr. Gregg), who distributed the 
prizes, said that it was a great thing 
to feel that the boys of to-day, con- 
cerned as they were with such 
highly technical subjects as elec- 
tricity, aeroplanes, the stratosphere, 
etc., were living. in a world 
that belonged to them. When 
examinations were an important feature 
of educational effort, the primary pur- 
pose was to send boys out into the 
world capable of managing their affairs, 
and with their great human feculties 
directed on proper lines. It would be a 
terrible thing, he said, if those highly- 
developed faculties, bereft of guiding 
principles, were to be applied ruthlessly 
and harshly to bring such great 
miseries on the world as those which it 
was suffering at the present time: 

Dr. T. G. Wilson, D.Litt., a distin- 
guished old boy of Mountjoy School, in 
an address, reterred to a recent contro- 
versy in the /rish Times, in which, he 
said, the allegation was made that the 
Church was in a state of decay and 
decline. If that was so, he said, the 
important thing was to get right down 
to fundamentals and start teaching the 
children. The schools had a big 
responsibility on them in that respect. 
If they taught the young people to 
think fearlessly and clearly they need 
have no fear for the future of the 
Church :
